Each issue, Hit Parader sojourns back 
in time with a rock celebrity to learn 
about his formative years. This 
month's time traveler is Megadeth’s 
main man, Dave Mustaine. 


Sovran California has produced 
some weird people. Charlies Manson 
lived and killed in Movieland. And chil- 
dren like Vince Neil, Slash and David 
Mustaine are raised with visions of star- 
dom. 

Dave Mustaine, guitar god and found- 
ing father of Megadeth, grew up some- 
where between the urban. glitz of Los 
Angeles and the civilized paradise of San 
Diego. The son of a devout Jehovah's 
witness, David was brought up to believe 
in peace and intellectual freedom with- 
out government intervention. As a 
youngster, David excelled at school. His 
genius-level intellect often made him 
bored with the mundane grind of daily 
schoolwork, so he entertained himself by 
reading, preferably science fiction and 
politics. 

His bright strawberry blond hair and 
dry wit made him an instant hit with the 
girls. Buoyed by the sensation of cod- 
dling curvaceous young females, Dave 
plunged full time into playing guitar. “| 
got into rock and roll because | wanted 
to score with the chicks and keep my 
guitar in tune,” he notes. During his for- 
mative years in high school Dave played 
in a number of groups which “are not 
worth mentioning.” 

Upon his high school graduation, Dave 
began taking classes at Gold Coast 
College in Costa Mesa, but that was 
short-lived. 

In mid-1981, Dave was approached by 
Lars Ulrich, a newly transplanted drum- 
mer from Denmark, who had a penchant 
for acts like Diamond Head and Deep 
Purple. He was putting together a band 
to play his favorite hard rock cover tunes 
and approached Dave with the offer of 
joining his band. Dave, along with Lars, 
vocalist James Hetfield, bassist Ron 
McGovney, and second guitarist Jef 
Warner made up the first lineup of 
Metallica. The group grew out of the 
garage and started gigging around. They 
thinned down their lineup when James 
took rhythm guitar responsibilities, and 
replaced their bassist with the bell-bot- 
tomed nomad from Trauma, 
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Cliff Burton. 
With James now handling the co- 
responsibilities of both vocals and guitar, 
the second guitarist had to be versatile. 
Unfortunately, Dave’s musical ability was 
nowhere as broad as it is today. Plus, 
rock band excesses were already becom- 
ing a primary concern of party animal 
Dave. Those excesses took their toll on 
his performance and he was ousted from 
Metallica in favor of Kirk Hammett. 
“Metallica was the first band that | got 
to vinyl on,” notes Dave, who con- 
tributed to Metallica's first-three albums. 
Not content, and having had only three 
of his fifteen minutes of fame, Dave 
decided to put together his own thrash 
band. He concocted the name Megadeth 
early in 1983 after reading a pamphlet 
published by California Senator Alan 


Cranston which stated, “...the arsenal of 
Megadeth can’t be rid no matter what 
the peace treaties come to.” 

Mustaine and his San-Francisco-based 
entourage which then featured Dave 
Ellefson, Chris Poland and Gar 
Samuelson went into the studio in June 
1983 and were receiving local radio play 
by the end of the year. 

To this day, Megadeth has been one of 
the leading forces in the speed metal 
genre. Guided by Mustaine’s quirky bril- 
liance, these thrash kings pale intensity 
to no one, but are second in sales to 
rivaling thrash kings, Metallica. “That's 
okay with me,” asserts Mustaine today. 
Now free of his past drug dependencies, 
Dangerous Dave is ready to take his 
band to new heights with their new 
album, Countdown To Extinction.

rofessionalism. It’s a word that infuses 

every aspect of Rush’s rock and roll pre- 
sentation. From their album cover art, to 
their recording techniques, these veteran 
Canadian rockers approach their craft with 
a cool, collected vision that has served to 
separate them from the hard rockin’ horde 
throughout their 18 year career. As they 
get ready for yet another show on their 
Roll The Bones world tour — this one in 
London’s cavernous Wembley Arena — 
vocalist/bassist Geddy Lee, guitarist Alex 
Lifeson and drummer Neil Peart act amaz- 
ingly like businessmen preparing for anoth- 
er day at the office. There’s certainly plenty 
of good-natured ribbing going on, and the 
mounds of state-of-the-art electronic

time. This is our job. We love it, but we do 
approach it with an attitude of trying to 
minimize as many problems as possible.” 

Minimizing problems has turned this tour 
into one of the most satisfying and success- 
ful road jaunts in the band’s career. As Lee 
was quick to explain, it wasn't that. long 
ago that Rush had grown tired of the road, 
placing a strain on the band’s internal 
chemistry that briefly threatened to. perma- 
nently derail the group. But over the last 
three years they've learned to take life a lit- 
tle easier, cut back on their touring sched- 
ules a bit, and enjoy each show 
to the fullest.

“We were pushing ourselves too much a 
few years ago,” Lee said. “We were spend- 
ing too much time away from our families, 
and that became very difficult for us. It was 
taking some of the fun out of playing our 
music, and that’s too much of a price for 
us to pay. We learned the trick, however, 
and it wasn’t hard. We take a week off 
each month while we're on tour, and we 
try and not run ourselves ragged with a 
schedule that’s too ambitious. On this tour 
it’s certainly worked.” 


Judging by both the attitude of the 
band, and their appreciative British audi- 
ence, Lee’s assessment of Rush’s current 
road jaunt was certainly accurate. Hitting 
the stage to the roars of the packed 
throng, the amazingly tight power trio 
immediately launched into a set that 
blended such current favorites as their 
album's title cut with songs from through- 
out their legendary career. While’s Lee’s 
vocal timbre has mellowed a bit over the 
years, his piercing range still cut through 
the dense instrumental melange, serving 
as the perfect accouterment to Lifeson’s 
nimble-fingered guitar work. As always, 


“The Professor,” Neil Peart displayed 
incredible dexterity and power on his 
humongous drum kit. While many drum- 
mers have their massive kits on stage 
merely for show, Peart made use of every 
inch of his kit during the band’s intense 
two hour set. 

Utilizing a huge video screen to present 
prerecorded videos that served to highlight 
the technical ecstasy provided in each 
song, the band roared through their two 
hour set with a practiced precision that 
was almost overwhelming to witness. 
Whether it was Tom Sawyer, Spirit Of 
Radio or Roll The Bones, Rush played like 
the proverbial well oiled machine. Yet, 
despite their cool, calculated approach 
there was an undeniable warmth that cas-: 
caded off the stage on down to the 
15,000 fans present at Wembley. 

“We don’t get to see Rush that often,” 
one excited fan exclaimed at show’s end. 
“But it was worth the wait. There’s simply 
nobody like them in the world. They're just 
incredible. All | want to know is how three 
guys can produce so much great music on 
stage.” 

The answer is simple my friend... 
professionalism. 
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Roxy Blue: “From the very start we 
wanted to be an arena band.” 
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Def Leppard have been drawing rave 
reviews on their European tour. New gui- 
tarist Vivian Campbell has apparently fit 
in perfectly, filling the giant shoes of 
departed axe master Steve Clark. The 
band seems very content with their new 
lineup, and those close to the scene 
report more good natured joking going 
on than has been heard from them in a 
long time. “It was very important that 
whoever we added would be a nice 
guy,” Joe Elliott said. “With Vivian we 
got a nice guy who also happened to be 
an incredible guitarist. We've been very 
lucky—and we know it.” 
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Poison are rain’ to go now that 
their new guitarist, Richie Kotzen, 
has been fully initiated into the 
band’s system. Kotzen’s ability as a 
songwriter and vocalist—as well as a 
guitarist, has inspired Poison to reen- 
ter the studio immediately, rather 
than wait until early 1993, which was 
their original plan. Now the group 
expects to have their new LP out by 
fall. “We haven't been this inspired 
in a long time,” Bret Michaels said. 
“It's like we got a big kick in the ass, 
and maybe that’s just what we 
needed.” 
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Aerosmith’s Steven Tyler: 
They're working at a slow

Aerosmith’s Steven Tyler reports that 
work on the band’s next album is moving 
along at a slow but steady pace. 
Indications are that the band’s next album 
will be ready for a late fall release, and will 
continue in the direction of the band’s 
multi-platinum smash Pump, though Tyler 
insists that every Aerosmith album starts 
from a totally fresh perspective. "We don’t 
ever try to repeat ourselves,” he said. “We 
have too many exciting new ideas for 
that.” 
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Anthrax have decided to release a live 
album recorded at Los Angeles’ Irvine 
Meadows as the final album under their 
contract for Island Records. Their new deal 
(for an estimated $10 million) kicks in with 
their next studio album, which the band 
hopes to have out early next year. In the 
mean time, the band is making plans to 
head into the studio with new lead singer, 
John Bush formerly of Armored Saint, who 
replaces the departed Joey Belladonna 
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Kiss already have their plan for New 
Year's Eve, 2000, worked out. 
According to bassist Gene Simmons, 
“The coolest thing | can think of would 
be to be on the top floor of the Empire 
State Building in New York, doing a 
free concert welcoming in the next 
century, with the rest of the world 
beneath us, and that ape still trying to 
climb up the building.

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Guns N’ Roses’ Axl Rose has returned 
to the U.S. after a tempestuous time 
last spring. With police on his tail due 
to his outstanding misdemeanor war- 
rant for the supposed riot ata GN’ R 
concert in St. Louis last year, Axl high- 
tailed it to Europe, canceling a series of 
midwestern band dates. Apparently 
Axl’s lawyers worked hard at reaching 
some sort of understanding with the 
authorities, and he was allowed to 
return to the U.S. and face a hearing in 
Missouri with no further legal action 
being taken. 
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JUST WHAT THE WORLD'S BEEN WAIT- 
ING FOR: Yes, kiddies, W.A.S.P., per- 


haps the most critically hated band of 
the last century, is about to hit the 
road to support their latest LP, The 
Crimson Idol. It's now been almost 
four years since we had Blackie Lawless 
and his boys (now featuring guitarist 
Bob Gullick, drummer Frankie Banalli 
and keyboardist Ken Hensley) to kick 
around, and the new album seems to 
give the band’s detractors plenty of 
fresh ammunition; the album’s first sin- 
gle is called Chainsaw Charlie, and tells 
the story of an L.A. record exec-gone- 
wrong. 
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Even when your album goes gold, 
and concert crowds love you wherev- 
er you appear, things don’t always 
go smoothly—just ask the guys in 
Pearl Jam. During their recent 
European tour, their bus was broken 
into while they were performing on 
stage. Luckily, the band’s tour man- 
ager happened to go onto the bus 
during the break in, chasing the 
thieves away. Still, all the band’s 
pocket money, and a number of valu- 
able personal items had already been 
removed. 
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Metallica report that their world tour 
has brought them face-to-face with a 
degree of fan dedication which they've 
found a little surprising. While loyal 
fans are certainly nothing new to the 
world of rock and roll, according to 
drummer Lars Ulrich, the dedication 
shown by the band’s following night- 
in and night-out has been nothing less 
than awe inspiring. “Most of the fans 
are very nice and just want to meet 
you,” he said. “But sometimes at 
about 3 in the morning back at the 
hotel, things have gotten a little 
strange. They just have a way of find- 
ing you. | don't know how they do it.” 
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Former Ratt vocalist Stephen Pearcy is 

currently in the recording studio with 
his new band, Taboo. The outfit also 
features former Cinderella drummer 
Fred Coury and hotshot guitarist 
Johnny Angel. According to Pearcy, 
the band is “trying to get our songs 
together. Right now things are pretty 
cool. But we're trying to find a bassist 
and a second guitarist, and when we 
do, | think we'll really start rolling.” 
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Here's an update on “former” 
big band members: former 
Whitesnake/Ozzy bassist Rudy Sarzo is 
still trying to find a vocalist for his lat- 
est unit, Sun King. Former Iron Maiden 
guitarist Adrian Smith has just released 
a new album with his new group, the 
Untouchables. And former Def 
Leppard guitarist Pete Willis is trying to 
find a new singer for his band, 
Roadhouse. 
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Nirvana were reportedly offered 
the opening slot in this summer's 
massive Guns N’ Roses/ Metallica 
stadium extravaganza. They turned 
it down, however, because the 
Nirvana guys had a problem with 
the “sexist” ways one of the head- 
lining bands (we won't say which 
one) viewed women.

The legions of Slaughter-philes 
won't be disappointed with the four- 
some’s latest effort.

“We're 
really excited ‘cause this record repre- 
sents us so much better,” enthuses 
guitarist Tim Kelly. “After over 260 
dates on the road, we became a 
much harder-edged band.

Hit Parader: Eric, how exactly did you 
end up in Kiss? 

Eric Singer: Actually, my first contact 
with the band came during Paul

to play some of their classic songs and 
develop a good friendship with Paul. 
When they had to record God Gave 
Rock ‘N’ Roll To You for the Bill And 
Ted movie last summer, Eric Carr was ill.

Paul called me up and asked if |’d help 
them out.

But Paul stayed 
in touch with me, and when it became 
obvious that Eric Carr wasn't up to play- 
ing on the record, the band asked if I'd 
like to record with them. | had a com- 
mitment to continue on tour with Alice, 
and | told them | couldn't give that up. 


HP: So you almost didn’t join Kiss? 

ES: It was kind of like fate played a role 
in determining what would happen 
because during the first break of the 
Alice Cooper tour | walked in my front 
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fit into the band on a musical 
level. I'm not looking for com- 
parisons to either Peter Criss or 
Eric Carr. They were both a big 
part of it as well. They were very 
different drummers, and I'm dif- 
ferent too. But I’m very confi- 
dent that this is going to work. 


We've got to ask this: 
you're the first blond guy ever 
to be in Kiss. Was there ever talk 
of you dying your hair? 

ES: (Laughing) | know that’s 
true, but it’s never been a big 
issue. | think one time early on 
Paul and | had a conversation 
where we were talking about 
Kiss’ attitudes and philosophies, 
and | kind of threw out the line, 
“Well, it’s nothing a bottle of 
hair dye won't fix.”

KC: Well, I'd been into punk rock about 
four years already and I'd also been playing 
guitar since then. That was about eighth or 
ninth grade. And I've always been a fan of 
music, And I've always known | wanted to 
do music but the art thing got in the way all 
the time. 

HP: Do you remember a moment when you 
saw a band or heard a song and something 
really clicked in your brain? 
KC: Yes. It was when |

Generic Flipper. It was like a total realiza- 
tion. | realized it was art and it was real and 
it was like nothing I'd ever heard before. 

HP: How would you feel if your music had 
the same kind of effect on someone that 
Generic Flipper had on you? 

KC: Well, if we do, it’s just really flattering. 


That's pretty much the only goal we have, is 


to affect people that way, emotionally. 

HP: It seems that kids are becoming less 
and less ambitious. | read an interview 
where you said you'ld like to be able to just 
give them a slap in the head to wake them 


up. 

KC: Well, yeah. 

HP: Maybe it’s not possible. 

KC: It's not necessarily impossible. It’s that 
we're so completely far gone, it would take 
people who are really a lot more prolific than 
| could ever be. | could never expect or hope 
to be a person who could actually have an 
effect on anyone. | can only hope. | just feel 
like there's this universal sense of failure that 
our generation has and it's been brought on 
by our parents’ generation. We've been led 
to believe that the hippie movement was 
such a vital thing and it was so real. And it 
was, on a small scale. 

HP: But a lot of the people who made a dif- 
ference then have “sold out” or become 
really straight now. 

KC: Exactly, that’s what I’m trying to say. 
We've been led to believe that it really made 
an impact, and it did. But you can’t blame 
the hippie movement for beoming commer- 
cial because that’s a natural progression that 
will always happen. And you can’t blame 


the media for it. 
HP: It’s like nostalgia. Kids plug back into 
something that already existed instead of 
creating their own thing. 
KC: Right. Well, there’s nothing wrong 
with that. Nothing wrong with learning 
from the past. 
HP: But sometimes it’s just a passive fashion 
thing. It doesn’t involve any action. It's just 
"Let’s just wear some 
tie dye and listen to 
The Grateful Dead.” 
KC: Oh definitely. 
But it was also a fash- 
ion thing in the ‘60s. 
There was a small 
percentage of 
people who started 
a movement, that 
were very sincere 
and real, and then 
the rest of the 
general popula- 
tion caught on 
to it and only 
understood the 
fashion part of it. 
And you can’t expect them to 
understand anything beyond that because 
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the majority of people aren't capable of 
comprehending anything like that. Most 
people don’t even have the ability to detect 
injustice or oppression or anything that’s 
going on wrong because they’re so easily 
amused and satisfied by the simple pleasures 
in life like buying things or having things 


bought for them or being entertained 


instead of entertaining themseleves. So, you 
can't really blame the majority because they 
were born without that ability. | think it’s 
totally organic. And my generation now has 
picked up on that and they just feel as if 
their parents are hypocrites, and it’s very 
true. But there will always be that small per- 
centage of people who think alternatively. 
There always has been. That line in Teen 
Spirit. “Our little group has always been 
and always will until the end." A lot of peo- 
ple have mistaken that line for “our metal 
group.” They think I’ve said “metal” as in 
“heavy metal group.” And we definitely 
don't consider ourselves a heavy metal 
group. 

HP: Do you think that “little group” is get- 
ting smaller with each generation? 

KC: No,! don’t. It all depends on the popu- 
lation at the time. There’s always been a 
counter-culture. And there will always be a 
small number of people who will keep fight- 
ing but probably never have enough impact 
to make the world a better place. | mean 
we CAN use the media for our benefit. But 
as far as I’m concerned, to talk in a revolu- 
tionary sense is pretty ridiculous. Because 
the people who are aware are 
already aware.

| [nless you've chosen to live the last 
— —ifew months of your life in a 
y monastery on some far away 
lane you're probably well aware that 
Def Leppard are back on the rock scene 
after a multi-year absence. With the 
release of Adrenalize, the fifth album 
of the band’s dozen-year career, vocalist 
Joe Elliott, guitarist Phil Collen, bassist 
Rick Savage, drummer Rick Allen and 
new guitarist Vivian Campbell have come 
roaring back to reclaim their title as the 
unquestioned kings of commercial metal. 
At a time when “alternative” bands 
seem to be ruling the roost, Def Leppard 
have proven that well-structured 
melodies, tight harmonies and power- 
packed instrumental attacks can still 
excite millions of fans around the world. 
Recently we sat down with Collen and 
Savage to discuss Def Leppard’s continu- 
ing appeal. 


Hit Parader: First off, how does it feel to 
be a five piece band again? 

Phil Collen: It's quite nice, actually. 
Getting someone like Vivian in the band 
was a very lucky break for us. He’s a 
great guitarist and fun person to be 
around. We couldn't have asked for any- 
thing more. Def Leppard was always 
designed to be a five piece on stage, and 
that's the way it should be. 


HP:How has Def Leppard matured and 
grown since we last heard from you? 

PC: Speaking personally, I've grown 
about a quarter of an inch during that 
time (laughs). No, actually, | only wish 
I'd grown in that way. It’s really hard to 
say if we've grown. We certainly have 
become more aware of many things, and 
| don’t mean that in just a musical sense. 
What we went through with Steve 
(Clark) opened our eyes in a sense, and 
just making this album opened our eyes 
in a different way. | think we were a little 
more comfortable with ourselves this 
time. 

Rick Savage: We learned a bit more 
about how an album gets made, that’s

for sure. It became even more of a pro- 
duction line type of operation than it was 
in the past—especially for background 
vocals. To get the kind of size and 
dimension we required on this album we 
had to repeat some of the parts so many 
times. It’s actually quite unnatural, but it 
sounds great after you've done it 20 
times or so. Our studio technique was 
better this time. 


PC: Actually, we learned so much this 
time that it would be very difficult for me 
to single out exactly how we’ve grown or 
what we've learned. I’m just glad that 
everything turned out as well as it did. | 
think we all approached this album with 
a very humble attitude—which might 
strike some people as surprising consid- 
ering all the success we've had. But all 
the horrible things that have happened 


to this band—Rick Allen’s injury and 
Steve’s death—really make you wonder 
what's going on. But those things made 
us stronger. We've gone through tough 
times emotionally, and even on the busi- 
ness side. Most people don’t realize that 
we were 5 million dollars in the red while 
we were recording Hysteria. We 
thought we'd never be able to climb out 
of that hole. We just learned to cope, 
and that attitude let us hang in there 
again when we started to have delays 
with this album. 


HP: Has all the tragedy that Def 
Leppard’s gone through made you very 
philosophical about life? 

PC: You really only have two options 
when things start to go bad. Either you 
self-destruct or you learn to handle it. 


I've learned to handle things. I’ve admit- 
ted that | had a bit of a drinking prob- 
lem in the past—but | recognized it and 
coped with it. On the other hand, some- 
one like Steve wasn’t able to. For me, 
watching Rick Allen cope with what 
happened to him, losing an arm and 
everything, is the most amazing display 
of human will-power I've ever seen! He 
got it all together so fast after the acci- 


dent happened, and his strength of 
character rubbed off on us. It helped us 
get through what later happened with 
Steve. 

RS: | think we’re pretty much the same 
people we've always been. | don’t know 
if I'm any more philosophical than | was 
a few years ago. We all grow up, we all 
mature. But | don’t think we've really 
changed. We still have contact with the 
real world, that’s for sure. 


HP: Phil, you mention your past drinking 
problem. Did you give up drinking after 
Steve’s death? 

PC: Actually, | had stopped drinking 
during our last tour. It’s been over 
three years since I've had a drink. | was 
totally sober on the last tour, so Steve's 
death had nothing to do with it. But 


giving up drinking was the best thing 
I've ever done. | had so much more 
energy on stage every night, and my 
head felt so much clearer. | felt really 
professional about it as well. | think a lot 
of bands really con people. They go out 
there and they crack live because 
they're drinking and doing other things 
that affect them negatively. If | had 
paid my money to see my favorite band, 


and they acted that way, I'd be really 
bummed out. 


HP: Let's talk about your upcoming U.S. 
tour. Are you still planning to hit the 
concert trail here in August? 

PC: That sounds about right. We've been 
touring all over the world. We wanted to 
give the record a chance to become 
familiar to American fans. Last time 
when we started we were actually doing 
quite badly. We had plenty of nights 
with half empty arenas, and we actually 
began to accept it. We'd say, “Oh well, 
we used to be a big band...” And then it 
happened all over again on an even big- 
ger scale. That made us really appreciate 
it even more. 

RS: We are enjoying ourselves this time. 
The band is very focused, and there’s so 


much energy. We love playing live, and 
we haven't done it in a long, long time. 
You really do miss it. There's nothing in 
the world quite like standing on stage in 
front of thousands of people. 

PC: We want to make sure that everyone 
who comes to our shows leaves enter- 
tained. That's our top priority. All the 
hard work should be done by the band. 
You should just sit back and enjoy. 
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Why should we waste valuable space in Hit Parader discussing The Lizard?"

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hen word first leaked out that 
\\frirencuse had a new album 

coming out, people wondered 
how and when this North Carolina-based 
unit possibly had time to record it. After 
all, it's been only 18 months since their 
self-titled platinum debut was released, 
and during that year and a half, they've 
spent virtually all their time on the road, 
touring the world with the likes of 
Warrant, Trixter and Tesla. But it’s true; 
Hold Your Fire, Firehouse’s second 
album, is indeed now available—and a 
solid rock and roll effort it is. Recorded 
over a month-long period late last year 
(during one of the band’s short breaks 
from the tour trail), the album shows 
vocalist C.J. Snare, guitarist Bill Leverty, 
bassist Perry Richardson and drummer 
Michael Foster as being a more mature 
and sophisticated unit than the band that 
recorded Firehouse’s first LP. But as Snare 
recently told us, don’t think for one sec- 
ond that the band has changed the sound 
and style that has won them instant 
world-wide acclaim. — 


Hit Parader: When did you find the time 
to record this album? 

C.J. Snare: We did do it quite fast. It took 
us about a month to actually record and 
you can add another two months for pre- 
production. When we finished the tour 
with Warrant and Trixter last year we went 
right into the studio. We had been writing 
on the road, and we really felt ready to go. 
We weren't being pressured by anyone— 
which is often the case with bands that 
have had successful first albums. We just 
honestly felt that we were ready and that 
we wanted to get to work on this album. 
We went to this place in New Jersey for 


pre-production, then right into Bear Tracks - 


studio in upstate New York, which is the 

same place we recorded the first record. 

We were really on a tight schedule 

because we had another tour with Tesla 

already scheduled. But we felt we could 

oe the job done in the right way—and we 
id. 


HP: How much of a break did you have 
from the time you finished recording to 
the time you hit the road with Tesla? 

CJ: Would you believe a few hours? | 
_mean that literally! | finished my vocal 
tracks at midnight, and the next day we 
left to start the tour. But | don’t want peo-

ple to get the idea we rushed. If we hadn't 
finished everything we simply would have 
gone back into the studio at another time. 
But we did complete everything—and we 
loved what we had accomplished. 


HP: Your first album spawned two hit sin- 
gles in Love OfA Lifetime and Don’t Treat 
Me Bad. Did you feel pressured to come 
up with those same kind of radio-friendly 
songs this time? 

CJ: To be honest, we never feel pressured 
to come up with radio hits. Do you think | 
wrote those songs with the radio in mind? 
| wish | was that clever. Hey, we weren't 
even signed to a record deal when | wrote 
those songs! Love Of A Lifetime was just 
an honest. emotion that came from my 
heart. And the songs on this record are the 
same way. I've got to be honest that | get 
a little annoyed at people who've only 
heard the two singles from the last album 
and think they know everything about 
Firehouse. Even Nikki Sixx from Motley 
Crue told someone! know that he loves 
what bands like Nirvana and Alice In 
Chains are doing, and that he hates the 
“corporate” rock that Firehouse is playing. 
Well Nikki, some of the things I’ve heard 
from Motley Crue over the years aren't 
exactly on the cutting edge! But more 
importantly, that just tells me he didn’t lis- 
ten to our whole record. There are some 
very heavy songs like Overnight Sensation 
that he evigerly never heard. That’s too 
bad. 


HP: So how would you describe the songs 
on Hold Your Fire? 

CJ: There’s been an evolutionary process at 
work here... nothing too dramatic, but a 
definite step in the right direction. | think 
these songs reflect a band that’s experi- 
enced a lot, a group that’s spent a year on 
the road and seen the world. You can't go 
through an experience like that and not 
change alittle. But we're not about to get 
away from what got us here in the first 
place. We're smart enough to know that 
would be a big mistake. People have 


already come to expect certain things from: — 
Firehouse, and we’re happy to give those 


to ‘em, but | think we're a little heavier this 
time. There are some real crunchy guitars 
on this album. 


HP: Tell us about some of the new songs. 
CJ: We've been playing one of the new 


songs live on the tour with Tesla, and 
that’s Reach For The Sky. Now that the 
record's out, we're gonna restructure our 
set and put a lot more of the new material 
in there. That song has gotten a great 
reaction every time we've played it. 
There’s Sleeping With You which is the 
first single and video, and that’s the story 
of a guy or girl whose parents just don’t 
like the people you choose to hang out 
with—especially your boyfriend or girl- 
friend. We've got a great ballad called 
When | Look Into Your Eyes, and we've 
also got a great crunch rocker called 
You’re Too Bad For Your Own Damn 
Good. It is heavier, but everyone who’s 
heard it knows that the Firehouse 
melodies and harmonies are still there too. 


HP: Success is often a difficult thing to 
deal with. Have all four band members 
kept a level head over the last year? 

CJ: Yeah, | would have to say so. We 
haven't had the time to do too many 
crazy thing—but we don’t have the incli- 
nation to do those crazy things either. It’s 

strange when you talk about success. 
Success is such a relative term. | felt suc- 
cessful when we were showcasing in 
North Carolina before we got signed. | felt 
we were doing something good, and that 
was very Satisfying. In fact, the success of 
the first record caused a lot of extra pres- 
sure on us. You've got to make a second 
album that does as well. You can’t get a 
swelled head when you're worried about 
that! But | think we've made a lot of 
friends—they want us to do well. 


HP: What's the best part of being I ina 
successful band? 

CJ: To me, it’s the simple things. It’s nice 
not to have to worry about where the 
next meal is coming from. It’s nice to walk 
out the door with $20 in your pocket. It’s 
just nice not being totally broke. My 
dream was never to stand on stage in 
front of 20,000 people. My dream was 
just to be successful enough so that | 
didn't have to worry about paying my 
rent. 

HP: What's your favorite memory of the 
last year? 

CJ:,A couple come to mind. Obviously 
being told our record had gone gold is 


one of them. The other is probably the 
last night of our tour with Warrant, when — 
they dropped a blow-up doll on our stage 


while we were performing, then dumped 
gallons of ice water on us, and then—as 
if that wasn’t enough—dumped about a 
ton of flour on our heads. That's kind of a 


“rock and roll tradition. You know what 
happens when you mix water and flour? 
You get this sticky goo that’s impossible 


to wash out of your hair or clothes. They 
got us real good that night—and we love 
‘em for it. In fact, everyone treated us so 
well. 
but our goal is to make the next year 
even better.

verything hurts. Shoulders, 
- head, neck—especially the 

neck. That’s what you get 
after three hours of headbanging 
at a Metallica concert—the 
dreaded mosher’s neck. 

After spending II straight hours 
with hard rock’s biggest name, 
however, pain comes in a sorry 
second to general party burnout. 

On Thursday, March 5, 
Metallica was playing the 70th 
concert of its 1992 tour, this time 
at Assembly Hall on the 
University of Illinois campus in 
Champaign, IL., a college town 
set in the midst of farmland. In 
fact, due to the colllege’s veterni- 
nary and farming studies lab, the 
whole town smells like manure 
on this rainy, downwind day. 

“This place is weird,” notes 
Metallica guitar whiz Kirk 
Hammett. The compact 29-year 
old is less than thrilled by his sec- 
ond consecutive night in rural 
Illinois, about three hours south 
of Chicago. “Last night was real- 


ly strange,” he continues. “We 
were in Carbondale (IL., the 
home of Southern Illinois 


University, considered by most to 
be a hick’s party school). The 
people there are so—l don’t 
know—just different.” 

He shakes his head. “| wonder 
what we'll do tonight. There’s 
probably no place to go here at 
two in the morning.” It's the 
lament of hundreds of college 
students, now stated by a rock 
star. 

According to Hammett, the 
typical day on the road goes as 
follows: wake up around | or 2 
p.m., watch Cable News 
Network (CNN), play guitar in the 
hotel room, shower, pack, hop 
on the band’s rented Cessna, 
and take a van straight from the 
airstrip to the concert hall, arriv- 
ing around 5 or 6 p.m. for the 8 
p.m. show. 

At the venue, the four band- 
members, singer James Hetfield, 
drummer Lars Ulrich, bassist 
Jason Newsted and Hammett eat 
a catered dinner and warm up on 
their various instruments. At 7:15 p.m., 
it's time for a meet-n-greet where the 
four musicians meet radio contest win- 
ners, sign autographs and pose for pho- 
tos with teen fans so excited that they 
are visibly shaking. 

At 8 p.m., the quartet retreats into a 
private room where they do some live 
remotes for a video feed that goes into 
the concert hall. One half hour later 
they emerge and take the stage for a 
show that often lasts up to three hours. 

By midnight, they are showered and 
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| ecard peat and aanking the obligatory 


post-show beers. After two hours of 
this, the four attend another meet-n- 
greet, this one in a private arena room 
where fans have waited for three hours. 


There the guys sign autographs, ask. 


fans how they liked the show and, on 
many nights, do a few video intereviews 
for a documentary they are filming 
about this tour. 

Around 3 a.m. the quartet is driven to 
the hotel where they find their rooms 
already filled with their luggage and, in 


Hammett’s case, a guitar and practice 
amplifier. 

“Sometimes | end up watching TV or 
a movie and falling asleep,” Hammett 
says. “When we are in some cities, we 
go out to clubs but here we are kind of 
limited. Believe it or not, a lot of times | 
play guitar.” 

This time around, Hammett and Ulrich 
say the band is drinking quite a bit less 
than on previous tours. “Last tour 
(I989), we drank after every gig. We 
always did,” Hammett somehow recalls. 


“And at the beginning of this tour, | 
guess | would get drunk five or six times 
a week. Now that we’ve been out for a 
while, we're more spontaneous. For the 
most part it doesn’t happen as much. 
We learned a lot from our first tour— 
we look back and say, ‘Did we actually 
do that?” 

Not that they've entirely learned a les- 
son. Hammett recalls that only a few 
weeks earlier in a Memphis bar, he 
almost got into a fistfight with a huge 
man who was wearing a David Duke T- 


shirt. “Il went up to him and said, 
pointing to his shirt, ‘That guy is an idiot 
and you're an asshole.’ He came at me 
saying something about how he didn’t 
care if | was a musician, he was gonna 
kick my ass.” According to Hammett, 
the band’s beefy security man stepped 
between them before any punches were 
thrown. “He was a big guy,” Hammett 
says, “but | wasn't scared. | was too 
drunk to be scared.” 

This night in Illinois, however, pre- 
cedes a day off for the band—meaning 


that an aftershow party is 
inevitable. Hetfield doesn’t like 
to drink too much if he has to 
perform later that day and 
Ulrich says he drinks at the par- 
ties mainly as “a social thing.” 

Additionally, with a rigorous 
schedule of about four shows 
per week-——about |2 hours of 
playing and another I5 or more 
of travel, and at least 10 of pro- 
motion—the band “can't 
afford to get out of it,” 
Hammett says. There are also 
days set aside for video shoots 
and special events such as per- 
forming at the Grammy’s or 
other music shows. 

On this particular eve, 
Hammett is wrapping up a 
phone call to his mom so he 
can do a press interview. 
Newsted is worn from traveling 
from Carbondale on the bus 
rather than the plane and is 
also saving his voice as he is 
now singing several numbers 
during the show. Ulrich is fresh 
off a long interview with an 
area radio station and has to 
make dozens of business-relat- 
ed phone calls to sort out a 
scheduling problem, and 
Hetfield is trying to locate a lost 
guest list and is covering for 
Uirich at the meet-n-greet. 

“We've been on tour for 
eight months and we’re all 
starting to feel it,” Hammett 
says. “We start talking about 
home (California) a lot. 

“It gets old—not having your 
own kitchens, strangers knock- 
ing on your door wanting to 
make up your room, problems’ 
with room service, not having 
my cat or my girlfriend around. 
I'm starting to miss the domes- 
tic life.” 

Hammett and the others 
enjoy meeting the fans—and 
spend much of their unsched- 
uled time doing so at the hotel 
or in restaurants. Typically, 
they sign autographs graciously, 
but, says Hammett, “I hate to 
be gawked at when I'm in a 
bad mood. | don’t feel like a 
nice person. And | hate it when people 
ask stupid questions like ‘Are you Kirk 
Hammett?’ or the other night a person 
asked if Slash and | were brothers. 
Duh!” 

After becoming so successful without 
even trying to be commercial, Hammett 
also feels exploited by the music indus- 
try. “All these shows, the Grammys and 
stuff, they want us to perform for them 
but they really don't understand us. 
We're just the token dangerous band 
there to add an edge to their program.” 
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North Dakota. Think about it. 

Johnny Carson came_ from 
Nebraska, and Cheap Trick hails from 
Illinois, but very few people of any inter- 
national significance have ever emerged 
from North Dakota. Not until Mitch 
Malloy came along anyway. For those of 
you who have yet to have your musical 
existence altered by Mitch, let it be 
known that he’s vying to be the next 
Bon Jovi.

“I'm not the only 
celebrity from North 
Dakota,” Mitch 
smiles. Mitch always 
smiles, probably 
because he has great 
teeth. “There'sa 
boxer named Virgil 
Hill who was the light 
heavyweight champ. 
It could be fun to do 
a show with Virgil. 
We could do it at Bis- 
mark Civic Center 
which is the biggest 
arena in North Dako- 


G pent 88 do not emerge from 


aspiring rock god was singing in a 
church choir. He formed his first band 
when he hit twelve, molding his tunes 
after groups like Cheap Trick, Bad 
Company, ZZ Top, Heart and Aerosmith. 
“| always knew what | wanted to do,” 
concedes Mitch. “There was no ques- 
tion in my mind.”

my record contact.” 

The recording contract came after 
Mitch had been gigging around New 
York for what seemed an eternity. “For 
so long you're just plodding along, and 
you don’t see any forward movement in 
your career. And you're just wondering 
when is this going to happen?” recalls 
Mitch. 

When it happened for Mitch it hap- 
pened fast. Once he got signed, RCA 
helped him develop his range of musical 
ability. “I knew | had a gift for songwrit- 
ing,” he admits. “Working with Mark 
Ribler and Desmond Child reaffirmed 
that for me.

Although 
he’s so handsome he turns heads when 
he enters a room, he’s got none of that 
L.A. “I'm gorgeous” arrogance. “My 
voice is a lot more important than my 
hair,” he insists. 

His sense of humor is bright and 
upbeat lacking any of that New York 
City cynicism. If you tell him that he’s 
got all of the characteristics that will 
make him a success, he'll says, “Don't 
say that, my head will start swelling.” 

The music on Mitch Malloy reflects 
his positive attitude and shows a wide 
range of musical versatility. From the 
Cherokee attack wails of Problem Child 
to the subtle croon of the ballad Our 
Love Will Never Die there is diversity in 
Mitch’s style to rival anyone on today’s 
rock scene. “There are two different 
sides of me,” he confesses. “The mel- 
low guy with the acoustic guitar and the 
raging banshee that likes to rock.” 

Mitch was first transformed by the 
rock and roll syndrome when he was a 
child in the bustling metropolis of 
Dickinson, North Dakota. As the 
youngest of six kids, he was exposed to 
tunes by The Beatles, Donovan and Iron 
Butterfly virtually before he could crawl 
out of his crib. At six years old, the 


months “learning how to sing properly. 
Then it was ‘See ya! I'm out of here.’” 

Instead of heading off to the flash and 
glam of Los Angeles, Mitch headed back 
to the heartland. Back in Dickinson he 
worked in a local record store accumu- 
lating enough cash to buy a Volkswagen 
van. “| threw all my guitars and amps in 
there and took off for New Jersey,” 
Mitch states. Unless you're Bruce 
Springsteen or Jon Bon Jovi, New Jersey 
is not exactly considered the rock and 
roll center of the universe. But Mitch 
had a buddy back there—a songwriter 
named Tim Wheeler. 

With Tim‘s musical assistance, they put 
together a demo, which among other 
things included the semi-autobiographi- 
cal tune Mirror Mirror, a vision of Mitch's 
past and the problems he encountered 
from his family when he told them he 
wanted to be a musician. Mitch figured 
his father, an Irishman named Harry who 
was a saxophone player as a kid, could 
relate. But these days Harry's a federal 
judge, and those nights of smoke-filled 
bars and intimate parties are long for- 
gotten. Music “wasn’t something he 
saw in the future for his kids,” Mitch 
relates. Mom Lorraine, who's of 
Norwegian descent, was seeking family 
harmony so she sided with dad. They 
didn't accept the fact that Mitch was 
actually going to be a musician and leave 
North Dakota for good “until they saw

“Every radio station | went into, there 
were lights, cameras, press, it was 
incredible,” Mitch raves. “I'd be live on 
the radio and listeners would phone in. 
Kids would call in and go, ‘How did you 
do it? | want to do what you’re doing.’ 
My advice to them is ‘Leave! Get out of 
Dickinson!’" 

Mitch lets out a chuckle. Now that 
he’s been all over the United States he 
understands the cross cultural phenome- 
non that exists in this country, and that 
you have to be in a place where things 
are happening in order to make things 
happen for yourself.

While Mitch’s buddies are still in 
school or working as civil engineers, 
Mitch is out there crossing state lines, 
making things happen for his debut 
album, and he’s amazed by the positive 
feedback he’s getting. “After so long of 
nothing happening, people all over the 
country are responding and starting to 
talk about me; it’s unbelievable, it’s fan- 
tastic. | can’t wait to see what the 
future holds.”

Varney referred his 
protege, Richie Kotzen, a/k/a Richard 
Kowalski. Being a supreme guitarist and 
a strong background vocalist, he quickly 
went all the way up to the semi-finals. 
Poison spent a couple of weeks deciding 
between Richie and mas- 
ter fretman Blues 
Saraceno. Richie was the 
one who clicked. “Bobby 
loves him, they get along 
cool,” noted a band 
friend. “They don't know 
how musically he’s going 
to work out. Richie’s got 
to fill a big gap there.” 

In early March it was 
leaked that Poison had” 
chosen their replacement. 
Poison chose Richie 
because he could sing, 
play guitar, and was 
reputed to be a gifted 
songwriter. “Richie's a 
very talented songwriter, ” 
insists Varney. 

Those in the know say 
Richie’s writing style is 
based in traditional 
American rock and roll, 
and that his addition will 
give Poison “a mor 
bluesy, more intense feel

become “more complicat- 
ed” than the simple ballads like Every 
Rose Has It’s Thorn and Something To 
Believe In. 

Having faith in this new musical situa- 
tion, and that Richie's wealth of material 
would fill Poison’s needs, the group went 
to work on their next studio effort in 
May and are anticipating an autumn 
release. Their millions of fans around the 
world are anxiously awaiting the results. 
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was all Iron Maiden needed to hear. . 

At the completion of their last tour, the 
band took some time off to both ponder 
their fate and recharge their batteries. As 
a result, when they returned to the 
recording studio late last year, it was with 
a redefined commitment and sense of 
purpose. The results, as shown on the 
band’s new album, Fear Of The Dark, 
prove that while Maiden is indeed no 
longer a young pup on the metal scene, 
you can indeed teach this old dog a few 
new tricks. 


“To me this is by far the best Iron 
Maiden album ever,” Dickinson said. “I'm 


not one to say things like that unless | real- 
ly mean it. What we've done this time is 
take the various musical elements that 
have always been at the heart of Iron 
Maiden and keep that intact. But then 
we've gone out of our way to upgrade 
everything else associated with making an 
album, This is the ‘90s, and a band must 
take advantage of 
every bit of new tech- 
nology to make sure 
they have the best 
sound possible. That's 
the big difference. We 
built our own studio for 
this album, with a 32- 
track digital board. And 
while we've still used 
the same producer 
(Martin Birch) who's 
been with us for years, 
he’s just come up with 
new ideas that are 
totally amazing. This is 
a very modern sound- 
ing record—and that’s 
just what we were 
looking to create." 

“We've changed a bit 
in terms of our lyrics, as 
well," he added. “As 
our fans know, many § 
of our songs through- 
out the years have 
been based on historical themes, or books 
or movies that have influenced us. In fact, 
there's not one song on Fear Of The 
Dark, that’s like that at all. This time the 
material centers more on what's going on 
in the world around us. About the only 
song that even touches on history is Afraid 
To Shoot Strangers, which is about the 
Gulf War. It's about what's going through 
a soldier’s mind as he’s lying out in the 
desert getting prepared for battle. He 
doesn’t want to kill, but he knows he may 
have to if he wants to stay alive. “ 

Perhaps a more representative song 
on Fear Of The Dark is the album’s first 
single and video, Be Quick Or Be Dead, 
the tale of modern day pirates; corporate 
raiders like Ivan Boesky, and the wicked 
lessons they're teaching the world. When 
asked to talk about the track, the ever- 
active Dickinson seemed to light up, sens- 
ing the dpportunity to sink his teeth into a 


subject that’s obviously near and dear to 
his heart. 

“That song isn’t just about someone like 
Boesky,” he said with a gleam in his eye. 
“It's about all of them—all the people 
who are supposedly running our world, 
the politicians, the financial leaders, the 
media giants like Robert Maxwell—all the 
leaders we're supposed to admire. We're 
finding out in a hurry that they're far from 
the admirable people we may have 
thought they were. They're assholes! The 
song is a message to kids out there saying 
not only to watch out for those people, 
but that you have to be quicker than they 
are if you want to succeed—otherwise 
you'll end up dead.” 

Certainly that’s far from an up-beat 
message. But it’s a tone that’s echoed on 
a number of Fear Of The Dark’s songs. 
Titles such as Chains Of Misery, Judas Be 
My Guide and Fear Is The Key provide the 
record with a dark, foreboding quality that 


Dickinson admits the band is quite pleased 
about. Even the album’s cover, featuring 
Maiden’s ever-present mascot, Eddie, is 
far scarier and more shocking than any- 
thing the band has presented in years. 
Again, Eddie's transformation into an even 
more hideous creature than before is 
another step in the band’s over-all plan for 
the ‘90s. 

"There is a very dark attitude to every 
aspect of this record,” Dickinson said. 
“The song Chains Of Misery can deal with 
many things, but to me it’s about interper- 
sonal relationships. 1 know many people 
who just seem intent in messing their lives 
up for no apparent reason. They do it just 
to hurt themselves or just to prove that 
they're bad guys. Judas Be My Guide car- 
ries on in a similar theme; if you're very 
selfish, and always want to get your own 
way, you'll probably end up being very 
successful in the kind of world we've 


developed. Judas is always whispering 
things in your ear like, ‘Why bother being 
a nice guy?’ It seems like the bad guys end 
up with the money and the success.” 

“As far as the cover goes, it reflects the 
nasty attitude some of the songs present,” 


he added. “It wouldn't be an Iron Maiden 


album without Eddie, but some people 
felt he may have grown soft over the 
years. We wanted to give him back the 
edge he had on the very early Iron Maiden 
albums. Eddie has gotten himself back in 
shape for the ‘90s. This is truly a disgust- 
ing album cover, the kind of thing that'll 
give you nightmares if you look at it right 
before going to sleep. It’s nasty... just the 
way it should be.” 

With their new album out, the band’s 
thoughts now return to the road, a place 
where they encountered some problems 
the last time around. This time, however, 
the Maiden men think they're more 
primed and ready than ever before. Why,

AS THE NATION'S spotlight on Seattle 
(birth place of Nirvana, Pearl Jam, 
Soundgarden and Alice In Chains) 
continues to burn brighter than a thou- 
sand suns, newer bands are being pulled 
from the city’s rainy shadows and thrust 
into the light. One band currently 
upholding Seattle’s reputation for pro- 
ducing great music is Willard, whose 
gargantuan style of pummeling sludge 
metal can be heard on their full-length 
debut, Steel Mill. 

“It's dirge rock,” says Willard guitarist 
Mark Spiders. “Big, heavy, ugly rock. 
We set out to make the heaviest album 
ever made in eee and | think we've 

ve done that.” 

While 
sound is deeply root- 
ed in the early, grind- 
ing-metal style of 
groups like Black 
Sabbath and Budgie, 
their approach has 
also been honed by 
late seventies/early- 
eighties alternative 
music. 

"Classic metal’s 
been done so much, 
there’s really nothing 
else you can do with 
it. | think we have 
kind of a crossover 
audience, because 
metal people can get 
into us, as can the 
people into more 
alternative stuff. Our 
music definitely isn’t 
metal, but it isn’t 
alternative pop 
either.”

da—breeding ground for the finest in

agery created by such death metal veterans 
as Morbid Angel, Death, and Obituary 
has made their genre the most extreme of 
Stylistic categories; and one of the most 
dominant forces in the metal underground.

Condition, Florida's Massacre bridges the 
gap between modern-day death metal and 
the music's origins. Not only did Massacre 
record a version of the Venom classic, War

duties over to Venom’s legendary throat, 
Cronos—quite possibly the single-most 
influential vocalist in death metal history. 
“We did War Head because it’s one of 
Venom’s most powerful songs—right in 
your face,” explains Massacre guitarist Rick 
Rozz. .Conrad (Cronos’ real name) was very 
professional about the whole thing. He did 
almost everything in one take; and even 
after all these years, he sounded just amaz- 
ing—he’s still got it when he needs it.” 


DEATH METAL BANDS with styles tar- 
geted to a specific audience, like Massacre, 
have little difficulty accepting the genre- 
Classifications. But, with some bands, cate- 
gorization isn’t so black-and-white. Take 
the guitar-belching chunk of White 
Zombie, one of New York City’s grimiest, 
grungiest, most obnoxious outfits—and 
one who, with their current La Sexorcisto: 
Devil Music Vol. | album, almost defies 
musical groupings. 

“Right now there seems to be a new 
scene that consists of all those bands who 
never fit anywhere—bands like us, Primus, 
Soundgarden, and Prong,” says the 
group's chief ghoul, Rob Zombie. “These 
are real bands—not bands who got signed 
to a major label after one show. | think a 
lot of those younger bands will be a big 
influence on other bands down the line 
because they’re all so strong at what they 
do—and none of them are trendy.” 

Like Seattle and Florida, the bump n’ 
grind of New York City also seems to pro- 
duce a certain aura around its musical resi- 
dents: a shoot-first-ask-questions-later type 
of spunk that drives such Manhattan mon- 
sters as White Zombie. 

“It seems that New York bands always 
have this rotten attitude, whether. they 
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“\'d say we're rock taken to the next 
level,” says Jonathan. “It’s very difficult for | 
us to describe our music, and we don’t | 
want that to come across like we're saying, 
‘Oh, it's nothing like you've ever heard.’ It's 
just that we all come from different places 
and all listen to different music, and all of 
that goes into our sound.” 


WITH PUNK-EDGED outfits like Nirvana, 
the Rollins Band and Public Image Ltd. 
currently enjoying mainstream attention, it 
appears as though punkified pop music is 
making a significant comeback.

“Traditionally, our lyrics have been a little 
overblown or intellectual,” explains Bad 
Religion guitarist Brett Gurewitz. “This time 
| tried to maintain relevance, but also bring 
the language down to earth—and deal 
with things that are a bit closer to home. 
There’s a song called Two Babies In The 
Dark, which is essentially about babies hav- 
ing babies. Heaven Is Falling is an anti-war 
folk song, done in our own balls-to-the wall 
style. It’s about a soldier becoming very dis- 
illusioned, which was inspired by the Gulf 
War; although it could apply to any conflict.

Hit Parader: There must have been 
times, prior to the release of Never Let 
You Go, when you wondered if your first 
album would ever succeed. 

There were 
plenty of times when | just sat there 
wondering to myself what was happen- 
ing. | was beginning to believe that the 
album was over and that we'd better get 
our act together so we could do a sec- 
ond record.

It’s much 
more raw—it’s angrier. | think the energy 
on Tangled In Reins is a lot more like 
our live show. The first album was too 
polished and too restrained. 


HP: There’s no title song on the album. Is 
there any special significance to the title, 
Tangled In Reins? 

MM: It has to do with the feeling on the 
whole record. | think that title kind of

sums up my life, and the life of a lot of 
other people | know. The songs will hit 
home with people because they touch 
on things that everyone can relate to. 
We're all tangled up with life—tangled in 
the reins of life—and the songs deal with 
that. 


HP: Give us a couple of song titles and 
how they tie into that “tangled” theme. 

MM: | don’t want people to think. this is 
a very dark, brooding album, because if 
anything it's the exact opposite. It’s 
much more up-beat than the first record 
was. We have songs like Loaded Mother, 
Sticky Side Up and Late For The Party 
which by name alone give you an idea 
that this is a good-time rock and roll 
record.

gettin’ me arrested. It’s pretty dirty. But 
there’s so much energy in every song 
that they all tend to blend together into 
one great album—at least | hope the 
people think it’s great. 


HP: A second album is often a very diffi- 
cult record for a band to make because 
you suddenly are working with time 
pressures you've never had before, Was 
that true with Steelheart? 

MM: Yeah, that’s very true. We were a 
band that played in clubs in and around 
Connecticut for years, and we had the 
chance to really work on our songs. This 
time, you get off the road and the record 
label says they expect you to be in the 
studio making a new album in three 
months. That’s pressure! | think we han- 
dled it very well. But a band at our level 
is in a strange position because we're big 
enough for the label to want us to work 
fast, but we're no where near big 
enough to tell ‘em that we want to work 
at our own speed. Then when you go 
$75,000 over budget, you know you'll 
be feeling some more heat from the 
label. 


HP: Did you go that far over budget? 

MM: Yeah. That’s not really that much in 
this business. A band like Def Leppard 
will spend a year in the studio and spend 
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millions, But then they sell millions and 
make everyone a lot of money. For us, 
going over budget put us in a big finan- 
cial hole, Now it’s up to us to climb out. = 


HP: Did you spend the money you 
earned from the first record on any, rock: 
Star extravagances? 

MM: (Laughing) First off, I've never been 
turned on by that rock star crap, Give me 
a nice place to live with a good studio in 
it, and I'll be very happy. If | ever make 
money from this business, that’s where 
it'll go. A band spends so much time in ~ 
the studio—at at least $100 an hour— 
that a. home studio is probably the best 
investment a serious musician can make. 
But let me tell you something, we still 
haven't made money. You've got. to sell 
a million records to really recoup the 
money the record label has put into your 
band. There's recording budgets, video 
budgets, tour support. It really adds up, 
People who think everyone in a band 
makes money is crazy! Only the guys in 
the very successful groups see a dime. 


HP: What's the most memorable thing 
that’s happened to you over the last 
year? 

MM: Well, there are two ways of 
answering that. On the good side, | 
remember when |! first saw Never Let You 
Go on MTV: That was really a thrill—a 
real sénse of accomplishment. On the 
other hand, the most memorable thing 
was probably when | split my pants on 
stage right at the end of Never Let You 
Go, and | wasn’t wearing any under- 
wear. | did one of those back bends at 
the very end of the song, and the front 
of my pants just ripped. The people in 
the front rows got quite an unexpected 
view. That was very memorable. 


HP: What's your aspiration for Tangled 
In Reins? 

MM: I'd like it to do better than the first 
record because it's a better record. It’s a 
record where the whole band is in the ' 
spotlight—not just me. My voice drew a 
lot of attention last time, and that's 
great, but everyone should get that kind 
of attention this time around. I’m very 
excited for Steelheart. We've grown up, 
and we just hope the fans like this record 
as much as we do.

Jr. thing in the ‘88 Olympics when he got 
chiseled out of his gold medal. That was 
fixed for sure. I’ve got this videotape 
called ESPN: Ten And Counting. They 
have this one match, | can’t recall who 
the fighters were, but this one guy kept 
getting knocked down and the referee 
kept calling it slips and he clearly lost the 
fight but he got the decision in the end. 
You don’t really see that in big fights. 
However, | will say that some of the pro- 
fessional, respected judges that they have 
these days are either too old and senile or 
they just need to reevaluate their judging 
because | can judge 50 times better than 
these fellas.

HP: Have you ever seen 1 tapes of yourself 
sparring? 

PA: No. It would be kind of boring any- 
way, because sparring is a hard thing to 
do and you don't land as many punches 
as you would in a real fight. I’m still learn- 
ing how to turn my waist and to put all 
my power. behind fay punch. 


HP: If you were a professional boxer, 
who would you want to ae in the ring 
with?

They're 
murderers. | don’t know if I'd want to be 
in the ring with any of them!

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Obituary, The End Complete 

For some time it was a widely held belief 
that death metal had exhausted its musical 
avenues. Throughout the late ‘80s and 
early ‘90s the sunshine state of Florida gave 
birth to a plethora of “brutal” bands who 
couldn't get enough of growling and using 
the double bass drum to its fullest extent. 
After awhile it became tiresome to all but a 
few diehard fans since the vocabulary of 
the music seemed not to be expansive 
enough to carry it through the “passing 
fad” stage. Just when most people 
thought death metal was an overbeaten 
rotting corpse, Obituary kicks us all in the 
cranium with The End Complete. The 
seduction is absolutely indescribable. When 
listening to Killing Time and the title track 
you can’t help but notice that there’s a 
groove deeply imbedded in rhythmic 
onslaught. Death metal grooving? 
Impossible, and yet Obituary achieves just 
that. On Dead Silence, the group proves to 
be masters of switching from slow and 
heavy brutalizing to mercurial hellfire. The 
musical construction is so incredible you 
don’t even seem to mind when the stan- 
dard, cliche guitar stoking solo and vomi- 
tous vocalizing, which is at its best on The 
End of Life, are thrown in. This is Obituary’s 
third release and on it, unlike its predeces- 
sor Cause of Death, there are no spooky 
samples to add a devilish flavor. This time 
the group proves they can aurally create a 
hellish landscape with guitars, bass, drums 
and vocals alone. 


Green Magnet School, Blood Music 

If the insane asylum had a lounge act, 
they would probably sound a lot like Green 
Magnet School. The Framingham, MA- 
based quintet’s first full-length release, 
Blood Music, is a mind contortionist’s 
dream come true. Vocalist Tim Shea goes 
on maniacal tirades—on Throb he rants: 
“Got to wonder,” on Caldwell: “What 
gives you the right.” His vocals are under- 
scored by a triple-layered guitar sound. 
From the high-pitched menace of Ellipse, to 
the eerie threat of Package and the quirky, 
dark despondency. of CO, the group proves 
to be brilliantly incapable of following the 
boring logic of standard rock and roll. 
Usually it’s the big-name artists that take a 


few years to record an album, while under- 
ground groups are quite prolific, releasing 
album after album in a short period of time 
due to budgetary constraints and the desire 
to make a name for themselves. Green 
Magnet School, however, took two years to 
record Blood Music, and it was worth 
the wait. 


Cows, Cunning Stunts 

The Cows give new meaning to bovine 
brilliance. Their latest effort, Cunning 
Stunts, although not as strangely tasty as 
previous releases such as Daddy Has a Tale 
and Peacetika, the album has a few shining 
moments. Heave Ho blares loud and nasty 
like a good, garage punk ditty should, deli- 
ciously embellished by a strange horn layer. 
Vocalist Shannon Selberg is at his best on 
Mine and The Woman Inside; in the former 
he screeches “It’s mine,” like a demonically- 
possessed child coveting his favorite toy, 


and in the latter, he quacks the chorus 
“There’s a woman inside of me” like Disco 
Duck giving birth to a wailing male whale. 
Walks Alone and Down Below groove like 
factory machines out of control as Kevin 
Rutmanis’ bass and Norman Roger's drums 
reach a state of rhythmic bliss and Thor 
Eisentrager’s guitar meanders an arpeggiot- 
ic realm of its own. There's a desire for the 
Cows to get a bit weirder than they do on 
Cunning Stunts, but even their standard 
issue is enjoyable. 


Godflesh, Pure 

The latest from Godflesh is anything but 
Pure. Layering one hideous sound byte on 
top of the other, they create a world in 
which pain and pleasure are indivisible. 


Mixing the hip-hop/Euro-pop influence that 
was evident on their last release Slavestate 
with the gruesome sludge which was more 
prevalent on their debut Streetcleaner, the 
group is able to produce gems like Spite, 
which is deceptively upbeat, and Baby Blue 
Eyes, in which a Nintendo sample is buried 
deeply beneath layers of grunge. 
Monotremata is the most layered tune on 
Pure with more layers of filth than the 
earth's crust. But the tour de force on this: 
album is final track Pure I. Clocking in at a 
hefty 20 minutes it is a brilliantly construct- 
ed opus of eerie sound effects that evoke 
images of a cavernous wasteland. Ah, the 
sweet suffering. 


Gwar, America Must Be Destroyed 
Only G.G. Allin can best Gwar at the 
patently offensive game. The only differen- 
tiation between the two is when G.G. Allin 
says he embraces rape and destruction, he

means it; for Gwar, on the other hand, it’s 
all a joke. When they champion child 
abduction and pedophilia in Have You 
Seen Me?, no matter how tasteless it may 
seem, you can't help but chortle just a bit, 
especially since the topic is juxtaposed by 
vaudevillian lounge act music. Despite the 
debauchery that dominates most of the 
album's lyrical content, Gwar is also happy 
to contribute to society by calling for the 
death of Axl Rose in the purposely sappy 
ballad The Road Behind. Gwar may not be 
for everyone, not only due to their revolt- 
ing nature, but also their lack of musician- 
ship, but they do play out their gimmick of 
sleazy barbarians from Antartrica very well. 
And it hasn't worn out its welcome 
just yet.

hough Love/Hate loves being known as “another one of those Los Angeles metal bands,” they reach beyond 
the typical Aeromsith, Led Zeppelin, Motley Crue and Ratt influences. The group’s bassist and principle song- 


writer, Skid says he likes traditional folk music. 


“Drinking songs!” he exclaims. That’s why the songs on 


Love/Hate’s latest album, Wasted In America could pass as hard rock versions of Koll Out The Barrell and For 
He’s a Jolly Good Fellow! The album’s title track, Wasted In America was written as a party song. “We go to some 
pub In England or a beer hall In Germany and hear a folksy old football type of song with an Oom pah pah waltzy 


type of feel,” he explains. 

Just as drinking can release 
people’s inhibitions, causing 
them to make spontaneous state- 
ments, Wasted In America took 
an out of control turn and 
became a message song with the 
line “passin’ on freedom’s torch,” 
which Is about a whole famlly 
smoking crack. The song makes 
social commentary on how qulck- 
ly the TV generation grows up 
and faces demons from the cold 
and cruel world. “Are you gonna 
be sober or not? Are you gonna 
be promiscuous or not? 
Decisions face everybody now— 
people who are nine or ten years 
old.” Skid says he doesn’t know 
“why we ended up having a mes- 
sage” on a few of the album’s 
songs, *’cause that’s really not 
our thing.

For Astin, who made audi- is

Man, taking on this role was | 
quite a challenge, and one he | 
wasn’t sure he should accept. 
“| was real hesitant to do it, hon Zz 
estly," he admits. “It’s not the kind of 
subject matter that can be dealt with 
lightly and | was real nervous about it 
becoming exploitative at the expense of 
these kids.” The kids he is referring to 
are the real runaways and homeless 
teens the cast members met and mod- 
eled their characters after. To prepare for 
their roles, they all visited homeless shel- 
ters, centers for runaway teens, jails and 
juvenile halls. 

In researching his character, “a sort of 
downwardly sliding junkie addicted to 
drugs and living on the streets,” Astin 
“went to rehabilitation centers, the 
county jail and talked with the inmates, 
and | went to a couple of halfway hous- 
es. | went with a friend of mine and 
talked to kids that he knows about living 
on the street, about what it’s like using 
drugs.” It was on the streets where Sean 
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met one teen who really affected him. 
watched this kid who was very sweet, 
very innocent, very sincere, talk about his 
problems, talk about all the intricate 
details of all the drug use and drug sell- 
ing and violence that accompanied it and 
who was genuinely regretful and sorrow- 
ful about his actions pass this Step Down 
is " The rehabilitation progiem is

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designed to help put kids back on the 
right track. “But inside of four hours of 
having gone through this procedure, he 
broke out of the Step Down unit, and | 
don’t know where he got it, but he had 
marijuana and he sold that and bought 
crack with it and sold that and bought a 
gun or a knife or something and got into 
some violent activity and was on the 
loose and | never heard anything about 
him after that. It was such a depress- 
ing, unsettling experience to see such a 
radical change in this kid. | took a lot 
from him and put it into my character.” 
Filming Where The Day Takes You 
was not a pleasant experience — and 
definitely not one the cast members are 
soon to forget. The “set” of this film 
wasn't a set at all. They shot many 
scenes in the cold, dark concrete space 
beneath an underpass on the Hollywood 


Freeway. As he explained, spending long 
hours on the streets, covered in dirt and 
digging through garbage cans made it 
difficult to leave the sights and sounds 
behind at the end of a night of shooting. 
Police sirens always echoed in the dis- 
tance, and one night, a homeless man 
was stabbed and died in a parking lot, 
just a block away from the movie's loca- 
tion. 

Despite the demanding schedule and 
the difficult subject matter, the cast tried 
to lighten things up a bit. “A lot of that 
is reflected in the film,” Astin adds. “You 
can’t exist, you can’t always live in this 
extended depression. We were always 
playing jokes on each other.” But more 
often than not, Astin chose not to partic- 
ipate in the pranks. “I sort of stayed 
away from all the joking around,” he 
remarks. “Normally, | am a prankster, 
but on this | really wanted to do the

character right and there was so much to 
do. | mean, | didn’t know how to make it 
look like | was doing the drugs right, or 
making sure that my behavior — the sort 
of twitching and scratching or whatever 
was accurate. | was really concentrating 
and focused on making sure all that was 
done right.” 

Audiences will get a chance to judge 
for themselves when Where The Day 
Takes You hits screens next month. 
Whether one of your favorite 
actors/actresses is in the film, or whether 
you’re just curious about life on the 
streets of Hollywood, this movie is a 
must see. “As a human being, as a mem- 
ber of the community, as an actor, | 
would like everybody to see it,” states 
Astin. “Il don’t think anybody should be 
exempt from looking at this 
subject matter.”

[° the past, we've covered Carvin’s 
amplifiers, guitars, 4-string basses and 
most recently, their 5-string bass. Now 
Carvin—the company that’s grown in 
the past 20 years from a rather obscure 
mail-order catalog to one of 
the top names in professional 
music gear—has a new 6- 
String bass, the LB76. And 
like just about all the other 
Carvin gear we've covered 
here, it’s a quality piece of 
equipment that represents a 
very good value for the 
money. 

Probably the first question 
that comes to mind when 
you're confronted with such 
an instrument is, “Why a 6- 
string bass?” And, seeing as 
how bands play 6-string gui- 
tars and 4-string basses, it’s a 
good question. The best 
answer we can come up 
with—assuming you can 
afford a 6-string bass—is 
“Well...why not?” Obviously, 
a 6-String bass is not a key to 
the basic functioning of a typ- 
ical hard-rock band as the tra- 
ditional 6-string guitar and 4- 
string bass—but remember a 
6-string bass has extended 
range both below and above 
that of a normal bass guitar, 
so you can do a Jot with it. It 
would be interesting to see 
what a band would do if one 
of its members were to use a 
6-string bass exclusively (per- 
haps in combination with a 
keyboardist playing synth- 
bass pedal tones), but for the 
most part, a 6-string bass is 
an extra instrument, an 
added color—on the order of, 
say, an electric sitar. By the 
way, for a quick idea of what 
a 6-string bass can sound 
like, think of the Fabulous 
Thunderbirds hit Tuff Enuff 
from a few years back—the 
3-note riff that twangs out 
after the line, “Ain't it tough 
enough” on the chorus is 
played on a vintage Danelectro 
Longhorn 6-string bass by guitarist 
Jimmy Vaughan. 

At any rate, Carvin’s LB76 6-string 
bass has a hardrock maple neck which 
runs through the body—which can be 
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made of a variety of optional exotic 
woods. There are a 24-fret ebony fin- 
gerboard, a super-strong Trev 
Wilkerson bridge, and Sperzel locking 
tuners, plus Carvin’s H50N stacked 


humbucking pickups, which combine 
the bite of a thin single-coil with the 
fullness of a double-coil, and offer 
extended top-end. The active-electronic 
controls include master volume, master 
treble, master bass, and a pan control; 


the bass and treble controls have “nor- 


_malized EQ” which means you can make 


extreme tone changes without worrying 
about a corresponding change in overall 
volume. 


The LB76 is handmade, and is avail- 
able with a variety of options, which 
include fretless necks and lefthanded 
models. Prices start at $799, and they're 
available direct from Carvin, at ||55
